Passed  at  the  Annual  Session 

1906-'07. 


No.  142. 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  grading,  paving  and 
curbing,  at  the  expense  of  abutting  property  owners, 
of  all  that  portion  of  Presstman  street,  from  the  west 
side  of  Fulton  avenue  to  the  old  city  boundary  line. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
City  Engineer  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  have  all  that  part  of 
Presstman  Street,  from  the  west  side  of 
Fulton  Avenue,  to  the  old  City  Boundary 
Line,  graded  and  paved  Avith  asphalt  block, 
sheet  asphalt,  vitrified  brick,  or  bitulithic 
and  curbed  or  recnrbed,  where  necessary, 
with  six-inch  granite,  gneiss,  armored  con- 
crete or  other  curb  approved  by  the  City 
Engineer;  all  of  the  said  work  shall  be  done 
in  accordance  with  specifications  to  be  pre- 
pared by  the  City  Engineer,  who  shall  ad- 
vertise for  proposals  for  doing  the  entire 
work. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That 
the  whole  cost  of  the  said  grading,  paving 
and  curbing  of  the  portion  of  Presstnnm 
Street,  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of 
this  ordinance  i  not  including,  however,  any 
portion    of    the    cross    streets),    shall    be

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assessed  upon  the  property  fronting  upon 
the  said  portion  of  the  street;  and  the  por- 
tion of  the  cost  payable  in  respect  of  the 
said  cross  streets  shall  be  paid  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  out  of  the 
appropriation  for  cross  streets  in  the  Ordi- 
nance1 of  Estimates  for  the  year  1907;  and 
all  the  proceedings  for  or  connected  with, 
the  grading,  paving  and  curbing  of  said  por- 
tion of  said  street,  and  for  and  with  the 
assessment,  payment  and  collection  of  the 
cost  thereof,  shall  be  those  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tions 61B,  610,  oil),  61E,  61F,  61G,  61 H, 
611,  61J,  and  61K,  of  Article  48  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code,  as  ordained  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  33,  approved  March  14th,  1893, 
and  by  Ordinance  No.  50,  approved  March 
24th,  1893;  except  that  the  advertisement 
for  proposals,  and  the  opening  of  the  bids 
and  awarding  of  the  contracts  for  the  said 
work,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Sections 
14  and  15  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland  of  1898,  Chapter  123,  and 
known  as  the  New  ('barter,  instead  of  in 
accordance  with  said  Section  61B,  of  Art- 
icle 48  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code. 


Sec  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That 
all  the  old  material  on  said  portion  of 
Presstman  Street,  mentioned  in  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance,  which  it  is  neces- 
sary to  take  up,  shall  be  purchased  by  the 
ow  material.  contractor  at  a  price  to  be  named  by  him  in 

his  proposal,  and  the  money  so  to  be  paid 
by  him  for  the  material  in  that  portion  of 
the  street  not  embraced  in  the  cross  streets 
shall  be  divided  among,  and  credited  to,

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portion  or  portions  of  said  street  from 
which  said  old  material  was  taken  ap  or 
removed  as  aforesaid,  in  proportion  to  the 
respective  values  of  the  different  portions 
of  sneh  old  materia]  so  taken  tip  or  removed 
as  aforesaid,  in  front  of  or  opposite  to  their 
respective  lots,  so  fronting  on  sneh  portion 
of  said  street,  and  the  money  paid  for  the 
materia]  in  the  cross  streets  shall  be  cred- 
ited to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  City  Engineer  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  an-  8o  Per  cent- 
thorized  and  directed  to  make  monthly  esti- 
mates on  the  completed  work  on  said  Presst- 
maii  Street,  and  to  draw  his  order  on  the 
City  Comptroller  for  eighty  per  cent,  of 
each,  respectively,  of  sneh  estimates  in 
favor  of  said  contractor. 

Sec.  5.  .1//'/  hr  it  further  ordained.  That 
when  the  whole  work  provided  for  in  this      Final  payment. 
ordinance  is  finished  and  accepted  by  the 
City  Engineer,  all  stuns  then  remaining  un- 
paid shall  be  paid  to  the  contractor. 

Sec.  6.  .1//'/  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  here-     Repealing  clause, 
tofore  passed,  which  are  inconsistent  with 
this  ordinance  or  any  of  its  provisions,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  repealed.

An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Commissioners  for  Open- 
ing Streets  further  powers  and  duties  in  the  matter  of 
of  grading,  paving  and  curbing  streets,  avenues,  lanes 
and  alleys  or  parts  thereof,  in  the  Annex,  in  addition 
to  the  powers  and  duties  expressly  conferred  and  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter  274  of 
the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  for  the 
year  1904,  and  Ordinance  No.  216  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  March  6,  1905. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  at  the 
request  of  -the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the 
front  feet  of  ground  binding  on  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley  which 
is  now  open,  or  may  hereafter  be  opened  in 
the  Annex  portion  of  Baltimore  City  during 
the  time  of  the  exercise  by  the  Commission- 
ers for  Opening  Streets  of  the  powers  and 
performance  of  the  duties  conferred  and 
imposed  by  Chapter  274  of  the  Acts  of  1004 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and 
any  ordinance  or  ordinances  passed  or  to 
be  passed   in   pursuance  thereof,   the   said 
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Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets,  acting 
under  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  act

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The  said  tunnel  shall  be  fifteen  feel  wide 
by  seven  feel  high,  and  the  ceiling  thereof 
Shall  be  formed  of  iron  beams  with  terra

66  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved 
April  5,  1904,  and  regulating  the  location  of  the  sev- 
eral railway  tracks  now  located  on  said  Pratt  street. 

Section  1.  Br  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 

and   City   Council   of   Baltimore,  That  the 
north    curb   line   of   Pratt    street,    between 
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Light  street  and  Jones'    Falls,  as  widened 
under  Ordinance  No.  66  of  the  Mayor  and 

bity  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  April 
5,  1904,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  modified 
and  re-established  as  follows:  The  north  Description. 
curb  line  of  Pratt  street,  from  the  easl 
building  line  of  Light  street  to  the  west 
building  line  of  Centre  Market  Space,  shall 
be  parallel  with  and  one  hundred  and  one 
feel  north  of  the  south  line  of  Pratt  street, 
as  widened  under  Ordinance  No.  (50  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  ap- 
proved April  5,  1901;  the  north  curb  line  of 
Pratt  street,  from  the  east  side  of  Centre 
Market  Space  to  the  Avest  side  of  Concord 
street,  shall  be  a  straight  line,  which 
straight  line  shall  be  one  hundred  and  three 
and  seven-te'nths  feet  north  of  the  said  south 
side  of  Pratt  street  at  the  east  side  of  Centre 
Market  Space  one  hundred  and  eight  feet 
north  of  the  said  south  side  of  Pratt  street 
at  the  west  side  of  Concord  street ;  the  north 
curb  line  of  Pratt  street,  from  the  east  side 
of  Concord  street  to  a  point  eighty-two  and 
nine-tenths  feet  east  thereof,  measured 
along  the  north  building  line  of  Pratt  street, 
shall  be  a  straight  line,  which  straight  line 
shall  be  one  hundred  and  eighteen  feet  north 
of  the  said  south  line  of  Pratt  street  at  the 
east  side  of  Concord  street  and  one  hundred 
and  nineteen  and  eight-tenths  feet  north  of 
the  said  south  line  of  Pratt  street  at  a  point 
eighty-two  and  nine-tenths  feet  east  of  the 
east  side  of  Concord  street,  measured  along 
the  north  building  line  of  Pratt  street. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained .  That     Location  railway 
the  several  railway  tracks  now  located  on 
Pratt  street  between  Light  street  and  Jones' 
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Falls  shall  be  relocated  so  that  they  shall 
bear  the  same  relative  position  to  each  other 
as  thev  bear  to-day,  and  so  that  they  shall 
be  parallel  with  the  north  curb  line  of  Pratt 
street  and  eighteen  feet  southward  there- 
from from  the  east  side  of  Light  street  to 
the  west  side  of  Centre  Market  Space,  con- 
tinuing therefrom  on  a  straight  line  to  a 
point  ninety  feet  west  of  the  west  building- 
line  of  Concord  street;  thence  by  reverse 
curves,  so  as  to  join  with  the  tracks  on  the 
bridge  over  Jones'  Falls,  as  now  located  and 
constructed;  it  being  also  the  intention  of 
this  ordinance  that  said  railway  tracks  on 
Pratt  street,  west  of  Light  street,  shall,  so 
far  as  the  City  Engineer  may  deem  neces- 
sary, be  so  relocated  as  to  adjust  them  to 
the  relocated  tracks  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it- further  ordained,  That 
the  re-establishment  of  the  north  curb  line 
of  Pratt  street,  as  above  mentioned,  and  the 
relocation  of  the  railway  tracks,  as  above 
mentioned,  shall  all  be  in  accordance  with 
the  map  hereto  attached  and  to  be  taken  as 
a  part  of  this  ordinance.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
a iid  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
rommissioners  for  Opening  Streets  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
condemn  and  close  an  alley  ten  feet  wide, 
from  Ensor  and  Hillen  streets  to  the  south- 
cast  side  of  Jew  or  Apple  alley,  it  being  the 
same  alley  which  was  left  open  in  the  clos- 
ing of  the  Old  Joppa  road  under  Ordinance 
No.  25  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approved  May  21,  1850,  the  said 
alley  hereby  directed  to  be  condemned  and 
closed  being  described  as  follows:  Begin- 
ning for  the  same  on  the  northwest  side  of 
Ensor  street  at  the  distance  of  thirty  and 
one-half  feet  southwesterly  from  the  south- 
west  intersection  of  Ensor  and  Monument 
streets  and  at  the  northwest  side  of  said 
ten-foot  alley,  and  running  thence  south- 
westerly, bounding  on  the  northwest  side  of . 
Ensor  street  nine  feet  to  the  northwest  side 
of  Hillen  street ;  thence  soutlnvesterly  bind-

Whereas,  By  deed  from  Richard  J.  Baker, 
et  al,  executors,  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  recorded  among  the  land 
records  of  Baltimore  City  in  Liher  G.  R. 
No.  496,  folio  124,  etc.,  that  part  of  Monroe 
street  lying  between  Baker  and  Presbury 
streets  and  that  part  of  Goldsmith  alley  ly- 
ing between  Baker  and  Presbury  streets 
were  conveyed  to  said  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  but  neither  said  street  nor

be  located  in  the  engine  house  of  the  Balti- 
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more  City  Fire  Department  to  be  situated 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Frederick  road  and 
Garrison  avenue;  said  company  to  be  known 
as  Engine  Company  No.  30. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  company  shall  consist  of  one  cap- 
tain at  an  annual  salary  of  eleven  hundred

000)  ;  one  engineman  at  an  annual  salary  of

containing  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the 
property  binding  ou  such  street,  lane  or 
alley  or  part  thereof,  so  to  be  improved,  as 
disclosed  by  the  tax  books  of  the  city,  or  the 
names  of  the  tenants  in  possession  of  the 
same,  with  the  addresses  of  such  owners 
or  tenants,  with  their  street  and  number, 
so  far  as  obtainable.  And  before  any  such 
ordinance  shall  be  passed  by  either  branch 
of  the  City  Council,  it  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Highways, 
and  before  recommending  the  passage  of 
snch  ordinance1  the  said  Committee  shall 
request  of  the  City  Engineer  a  written  state- 
ment or  estimate  giving  the  probable  cost 
of  the  work  proposed  by  said  ordinances  and 
the  cost  per  front  foot  which  will  be  assessed 
by  or  under  said  ordinance  upon  the  prop- 
erty binding  on  snch  street,  lane  or  alley  <>r 
part  thereof,  which  estimate*  the  City  Engi- 
neer is  hereby  required  to  furnish,  and  said 
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Committee  shall  appoint  a  day  for  a  public 
hearing  upon  such  ordinance  and  require 
the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Branch  of  the  City 
Council  in  which  the  said  ordinance  shall 
have  been  introduced  to  give  notice  by  ad- 
vertisement once  a  week  for  three  successive 
weeks  and  on  the  day  of  the  hearing  so  ap-

City  Council  in  which  such  ordinance  shall 
have  been  introduced  to  send  written  or 
printed  notices  by  mail  to  the  owners  or  ten- 
ants of  property,  specified  in  the  list  intro- 
duced with  said  ordinance,  addressed  to  the 
place  or  residence  therein  given,  said  notices 
to  be  posted  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
day  of  the  hearing  fixed  by  said  Committee, 
and  said  notices  shall  contain  the  same 
statements  which  are  required  to  be  inserted 
in  the  advertisements  above  provided  for. 
It  being  expressly  provided,  however,  that 
the  omission  of  the  name  or  names  of  the 
owners  or  tenants  of  any  property  or  prop- 
erties binding  upon  or  affected  by  such  pro- 
posed improvements  from  the  list  intro- 
duced with  any  such  ordinance  as  above 
provided,  or  the  failure  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
City  Council  to  send  such  notice  through 
the  mail  as  herein  provided,  shall  not  invali- 
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date  any  ordinance  which  may  be  passed 
nor  shall  any  such  omissions  invalidate  any 
assessment  against  any  property  or  the 
owners  of  any  property  which  may  be  levied 
by  or  under  any  such  ordinance  or  any  other 
law  or  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council.

Whereas,  In  the  preparation  of  the  Code     Preamble. 
of  1906  the  following  features  of  the  work

First. — It  was  necessary  to  make  a  criti- 
cal examination  and  study  of  all  ordinances 
and  resolutions  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  in  force  at  the  adoption  of 
the  New  City  Charter  and  Miscellaneous 
Local  Laws,  as  embodied  in  the  Act  of  1898, 
Chapter  123,  in  order  to  eliminate  such  ordi- 
nances and  resolutions,  or  such  provisions 
thereof,  as  became  obsolete  by  the  operation 
and  effect  of  said  Charter  and  Miscellaneous

Local  Laws,  which  work  of  analysis  and  re- 
vision required  the  compiler  in  a  compara- 
tively brief  time  to  thoroughly  familiarize 
himself  with  a  knowledge  of  the  large  body 
of  The  law  embraced  in  said  Charter  and 
Miscellaneous  Local  Laws. 

Second . — It  was  necessary  to  trace  to  the 
original  Acts  of  Assembly  such  provisions 
of  the  New  City  Charter  as  were  embodied 
by  the  Charter  Commission  with  little  or  no 
change  in  its  final  draft  of  the  Charter  as 
finally  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
1898,  in  order  to  cite  in  connection  with 
such  provisions  references  to  the  Acts 
creating  or  modifying  the  same.  This  in- 
volved a  comparative  study  of  the  900  sec- 
tions of  the  Charter  and  Miscellaneous 
Local  Laws  with  earlier  Acts. 

Third. — To  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  said  Ordinance  Xo.  10,  it  was  necessary 
to  prepare  a  preliminary  draft  of  the  manu- 
script of  the  Code  as  to  that  portion  thereof 
embracing  ordinances  and  resolutions,  to 
enable  the  City  Solicitor  to  critically  exam- 
ine the  work  of  the  compiler  previous  to  his 
approval  thereof, in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  said  ordinance.  This  require- 
ment practically  doubled  the  expense  of 
typewriting  the  manuscript  of  the  Code  and 
its  verification. 

Fourth. — The  manuscript  of  the  Code  hav-

"Markets,"  sub-title  "Centre  Market,"  and  to  re-enact 
the  same  with  amendments. 

Section  j.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
dud  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sec- 
tions 80  to  108,  inclusive,  of  Article  35  of 
the  Baltimore  Citv  Code  of  1893,'  title 
"Markets,"  sub-title  "Centre  Market,''  be 
and  the  same  hereby  are  repealed  and  re- 
enacted  with  amendments,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

80.  The  Centre  Markets  located  in  the 
area  bounded  by  Baltimore  street,  A  Vest 
Falls  avenue,  Lombard  street  and  Market 
Space  shall  be  known  as  the  Retail  Market, 
Wholesale  Fish  Market  and  Wholesale 
Produce  Market. 


RETAIL    MARKET. 

Retail  Market.  81.  The  limits  of  the  Retail  Market  shall 

be  as  follows : 

Description.  Beginning  at  the  curb  line  at  the  south- 

east corner  of  Baltimore  street  and  Market 
Space  and  extending  westerly  in  the  bed  of 
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Market  Space  fifty  feel  ;  thence  one  hundred

Whereas,  The  United  Railways  and  Elec- 
tric Company  of  Baltimore  is  now  operating 
its  Harford  avenue  and  Ostend  street  line 
over  private  right  of  way  between  the  west 
side  of  Race  street  and  the  east  side  of 
Leadenhall  street  ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  through  its  Commissioners 
for  Opening  Streets,  has,  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  Ostend  and  Stockholm  streets,  con- 
demned, together  with  other  property,  the 
easement  or  right  of  way  of  the  said  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Balti-

New  York,  November  10,  1906. 
Dear  Mr.  Gary  : 

In  reply  to  your  favor  of  November  1,  I  beg  to  state  that 
it  will  give  me  great  pleasure  to  provide  five  hundred  thou- 
sand (|500,000)  dollars,  as  needed  for  the  City  of  Balti- 
more to  erect  twenty  branch  library  buildings,  conditioned 
on  a  resolution  of  Council  agreeing  to  maintain  free  public 
libraries  in  the  buildings  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  ten  per 
cent,  of  that  of  the  buildings  themselves ;  conditioned  also 
on  sites  being  found  for  the  buildings,  by  the  city.  These 
are  the  terms  upon  which  I  have  agreed  to  furnish  branch 
library  buildings  for  New  York,  Philadelphia,  St.  Louis, 
Pittsburg  and  other  cities. 

I  have  unusual  pleasure  in  making  this  offer  at  your  sug- 
gestion, remembering  my  dear  friend,  Enoch  Pratt,  whose

I  took  occasion  to  make  his 
acquaintance  and  we  became  good  friends.  Be  visited 
Pittsburg  in  company  with  President  Harrison  and  myself 
when  the  President  opened  the  tirst  library  and  music  hall 
I  gave  to  Allegheny  City,  across  the  river  from  Pittsburg. 
We  are  to  open  tin4  much  enlarged  building  next  April,  and 
I  am  sure  to  think  of  Enoch  Pratt  upon  that  occasion. 

I  trust  that  the  branch  libraries  in  Baltimore  will  be 
considered  part  of  his  scheme  and  not  a  new  departure. 
The  libraries  should  be  called  the  Enoch  Pratt  Branch 
Libraries.  With  best  wishes  for  Baltimore's  prosperity, 
always  very  truly  yours,  Andrew  Carnegie.
